Wnshington, March 26 —That Senator 
Foraker does not concede that Secre¬ 
tary Taft will Ik? Ohio’s choice for the 
presidential nonrlnaition next year Is 
made plain by a statement issued by 
the Senator to-night. Senator Foraker 
says h© does not ’’want any po¬ 
litical honors from the people of Ohio 
without their hearty approval, and he 
suggests that the proper way to de¬ 
termine who is the choice of the peo¬ 
ple to head the national Republican 
ticket, and to represent the State In 
the United States Senaite 1 b for the 
Republican State Executive Commit 
tee to authorize a primary election to 
choose delegates to the Sta/te conven¬ 
tion which will be called upon to de¬ 
termine these questions. 

The annuncoment of State Superin¬ 
tendent of Insurance Vorhla that the 
support of Secretary Taft for the presi¬ 
dential nomination led 8enator Foraker, 
It is believed, to issue the statement 
outlining his position.

Generally Understood. 

Mr. Foraker docs not say that he will

I shaJl at the 
proper time request the Republican 
State Central Committee to issue a 
call for a Republican State Convention, 
to be composed of delegates elected by 
the Republicans of the State at duly 
authorized primary elections, for the 
purpose not only of nominating candi¬ 
dates for State offices to be voted for 
at our next State election, but also to 
determine the preference of the Re¬ 
publicans of Ohio as to candidates for 
United States Senator and for Presi¬ 
dent.

POWERS OF WIDE SCOPE ARE 
LODGED IN IT BY CONGRESS 


FIRST MEETING ABOUT MAY 1. 


Washington. March 26.—The Presi¬ 
dent has appointed the following per¬ 
sons as the civilian members of the 
Immigration commission authorized at 
the last session of Congress: Charles 
P. Neill, Commissioner of Labor; Prof. 
J. W. Jenks, of Cornell University, and 
William R. Wheeler, a business man of 
Oakland. Cal. 

The commission Is now complete, the 
Senate and House members having 
been announced. They are Senators 
Lodge. Dllllngh&m and Latimer, and 
Representatives Howell, of New Jer¬ 
sey; Bonnet, of New York, and Bur¬ 
nett, of Alabama. 

The commission is to make a full 
Inquiry Into the subject of Immigra¬ 
tion and report its findings and recom¬ 
mendations to Congress. 

It Is the understanding that it will 
organize about May 1. Senator Dilling¬ 
ham. of Vermont, probably will be its 
chairman. Inasmuch as the Senate ap¬ 
pointees are mentioned first In the bill.

COMMISSION 
IN LUNACY 


Will Investigate the Sanity 
of Harry K. Thaw. 


Justice Fitzgerald Names 
Three Prominent Men. 


Decision Will Guide Future 
Action of Court. 

HEARING MAY BE PRIVATE. 


New York. Match 26.—Harry K. Thaw- 
may never again face the Jury Impan¬ 
eled more than nine weeks ago tp try 
him on the charge of murder in the first 
degree. Justice Fitzgerald to-day un¬ 
expectedly named a commission in 
lunacy to inquire into the present state 
of mind of Stanford White’s slayer. The 
decision of the three disinterested men 
named to conduct the inquiry will guide 
the future aotlon of the court as to or¬ 
dering Thaw- to an asylum for the in¬ 
sane or directing that the trial that h-as 
been interrupted shall proceed. 

Justice Fitzgerald announced the ap¬ 
pointment of the commission privately 
In his chambers. Evelyn Neebit Thaw' 
was there with the lawyers and it be¬ 
came her task to break the news to her 
husband in the Tombs. Tearful when 
she left the Judge’s rooms in the Crim¬ 
inal Courts building, the young woman 
who has been such a conspicuous figure 
in the trial from first to last, was smil¬ 
ing and cheerful when Thaw- was 
brought from his cell to the hospital 
w-ard of the prison to meet her. Thaw 
received the court’s decision philo¬ 
sophically and said he had no doubt the 
commission w’ould declare him a sane 
man.

tion of the archipelago not Inhabited by 
Moros or other notv-Christlan tribes for 
the past two years. If the answer is 
In the affirmative the President will 
Immediately direct the commission to 
call a general election on July 30 next 
for the choice of delegates to the first 
popular assembly of the people of the 
Philippine Islands, which, consisting of 
two houses, the upper, composed of the 
Philippine Commission, and the lower, 
of the delegates to be elected next July, 
will take over all the legislative power 
now exerclsd by the Philippine Com¬ 
mission alone. Under an act of Con¬ 
gress none of the members of the non- 
Christian tribes can participate In the 
elections.

The personnel of the commission ap¬ 
pointed by Justice Fitzgerald lends a 
new distinction to this already notable 
case. The men who will determine 
Thaw's mental capacity are: Morgan J. 
O’Brien, a former Justice of the Appel¬ 
late Division of the Supreme Court; 
Peter B. Olney. former District Attor« 
ney of New York county, and a lawyer 
of high legal attainments; Leopold Put- 
zel. a practicing physician and author! 
ty on mental disorders. 

Former Justice O'Brien Is one of the 
trustees, with Grover Cleveland, of the 
Hyde stock In the Equitable Life As 
durance Society. When he was a can¬ 
didate for re-election to the bench In 
1901 ns a Democrat, Justice O’Brien was 
unopposed. President Roosevelt made a 
trip from Washington to Oyster Bay 
to cast his ballot for him. Before be¬ 
ing elected District Attorney of New 
York county In 1883 Mr. Olney had been 
a member of the commission appointed 
In 1879 to revise the taw-s of the State 
affecting public interests in New* York 
City. 

Dr. Putzel. the third member of ihe 
commission. Is a graduate from Belle¬ 
vue Hospital Medical School and has 
had a long experience in that Institu¬ 
tion. He Is qualified before the medical 
board as an examiner In lunacy. 

The Thaw Jury was ordered on last 
Friday to report before Justice Fitz¬ 
gerald to-morrow morning at 10:30 
o'clock. At that hour there will be a 
brief court procedure, the Jury being 
excused indefinitely. Whether or not 
Thaw will be brought into court for this 
ceremony remains to be seen. His pres¬ 
ence will not be necessary.

No Date For Meeting. 


No date had been fixed to-night for 
the first meeting of the commission. 
There probably will be some definite 
announcement on this point to-morrow-, 
however, for the laws under which the 
commissioners were appointed direct 
that they proceed with their inquiry 
forthwith. Justice Fitzgerald said It 
would rest with the commission as to 
whether its hearings shall be public. 
In the last case of this sort in this 
Jurisdiction—-the Inquiry Into the men¬ 
tal condition of JosefTa Terranova, who 
killed her aunt and uncle—the commis¬ 
sion inquiry was conducted behind 
closed doors. The girl was declared 
sane and subsequently was acquitted 
by the Jury. 

The Thaw lunacy commission will be 
attended by District Attorney Jerome. 
The lawyers for the defendant will also 
be present and the commission may 
direct and compel the attendance of 
any witnesses It may desire. It Is 
probable that Thaw- will be asked first 
of all to submit to a rigid physical ex¬ 
amination. Having undergone several 
of these since his incarceration, he 
is somewhat nervous on this subject, 
but it was said to-night by his counsel 
that ho would do anything In his power 
to aid the commission with its work, 
and that he hoped for an early opinion 
an to his sanity.

AMBASSADOR APPRECIATIVE OF 
NEW YORK'S COMMERCE. 


TRADE BETWEEN COUNTRIES 
GUARANTEE OF GOOD WILL. 


ERA OF GREAT PROSPERITY. 


New York, March 26.—James Bryce, 
the British Ambassador, was the guest 
to-day of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Many distinguished men were in the 
great gathering, and the Ambassador 
was given a hearty welcome. Former 
Mayor Seth Low- welcomed the Ambas¬ 
sador. 

Mr. Bryce said: 

"No one may visit New York with¬ 
out being struck with the amazing 
progrosB that has been made. That 
no port through which so much com¬ 
merce passes and no port into wiiich 
so much commerce comes. At least 
one-half of the products of the 
United States goes to other countries 
through the port of New York, and 
one-third of the commerce from other 
countries through the same port. 

"The increase in commerce Is one of 
the most important of the ties that 
bind one country to Ocnothfer. Where 
there Is Interchange of commerce be¬ 
tween countries these countries are 
obliged to Uake an interest In each 
other’s fortunes. Trade needs peace 
and trade needs security. I look upon 
such trade as exists between the 
United States and Great Britain as a 
guarantee of good will resting upon a 
material as well as upon a sentimental 
basis. 

"I .suppose thirty or forty years hence 
the population within twenty miles of 
the spot where we stand now will be 
the largest aggregate population on the 
surface of the globe. There seems to 
be no end to the growth of New York. 

"I rejoice as a friend and as a lover 
of America that I can look forward 
with confidence to an area of continued 
prosperity for you and of constantly 
expanding commerce.” 


MAYFIELD MYSTERY 
MAY BE CLEARED UP 


LETTER TO SHERIFF MAY RE¬ 
VEAL IDENTITY OF MAN WHO 
PERISHED IN FIRE THERE. 


Eddyvllle, Ky., March 26.—[Special.] 
—Ben Harper, the Mayfield hotelkeeper, 
whose house was burned some weeks 
since, and who has been Indicted by the 
present grand jury of Graves county, 
has w-rltten a letter received to-day to 
Samuel G. Cuss. Sheriff of Lyon county. 
In this letter he Informed Sheriff Cass 
that the mysterious stranger who per¬ 
ished in the fire had told him before re¬ 
tiring on the evening in question that 
he was named Doles, had been a resi¬ 
dent of Lyon county and had a brother 
here who was a fanner, and that he 
himself had come from Indiana. 

Inquiry develops that fact that T. R. 
Doles, a prominent farmer between the 
rivers, once had u brother, Dave, w-ho 
some years ago w-ent to Mt. Vernon, 
Ind.. and has not been since heard from. 
The description given In the Hnrper let¬ 
ter of the silent sojourner, the discovery 
of w-hose charred remains aroused sus¬ 
picion coincides with that of Dave Doles 
as given by those who knew- him. Great 
Interest Is taken here In the report. 


The employer's liability case In¬ 
volves the question of the relationship 
between the States and the'nation in 
interstate commerce and the extent to 
which the nation may go in exercising 
control over interstate features of inter- 
state commerce. 

The most Important of the decisions 
thus for Is that of Judge Emory Speer, 
of Georgia, the gist of which was print 
ed In the Courier-Journal yesterday. 
Judge Speer Is particularly emphatic In 
his language and declares that there Is 
In his opinion no doubt as to the con¬ 
stitutionality of the measure. The learn¬ 
ed Jurist even goes farther In his opin¬ 
ion and says even If there was any 
doubt In his mind, that the Government 
In Its efforts to regulate the relations of 
employes to the great railroad corpora¬ 
tions should be upheld and that the law 
deserves the approbation of the country. 

Judge Speer’s view's are shared by 
Judge Page Morris, of Minnesota, who 
had previously rendered a most import¬ 
ant decision on the subject. Judge Mor¬ 
ris dealt more particularly with the 
power of Congress to pass such legisia 
tlon and held in effect that the law gave 
a "regulation of commerce between the 
States and foreign nations” w-lthln the 
meaning of the Constitution, and hence, 
within the power of Congress to enact. 
A proof of both decisions is now In the 

hands of the President,

GUARD CONVENTION 
CLOSES AT COLUMBIA 


Probably the most Important arrest 
of the day was that of ex-Chlef of 
Police Wm. Yowell. More than a hun¬ 
dred negro voters were kept at the 
oper&house building In precinct No. 4 
last night, and this morning Yowell 
marched them through the streets in 
squads of six and eight to the polls. 
When he was placed under arrest he 
was relieved of a pistol which he car¬ 
ried In a grip. None of the others who 
performed services similar to Yowell's 
and were arrested were found to be 
armed. 

The day was a perfect one and as 
early as 6 o'clock both sides were at 
work. At 7 o'clock there were hun¬ 
dreds on the streets, while later, as the 
country people arrived In town, the 
crowd grew to thousands. They had 
come for the most part to lend what¬ 
ever assistance was possible to the 
temperance cause. People came from 
the surrounding towns, and from one 
place, Campbellsvtlle. the delegation 
was accompanied by a band.

Messrs. Hartridge and O’Reilly went 
with Mrs. Evelyn Thaw to the Tombs 
and there In the hospital ward they 
met the prisoner. This ward had been 
placed at their disposal because of the 
crowd in the usual consultation room. 
The brothers of the defendant did not 
go to the Tombs, but hurried uptown 
with the news of the commission to 
their mother and sisters, who were 
waiting in their apartments. Thaw had 
•divined the result of the conference 
frith Justice' Fitzgerald and was not 
in the least surprised. 

"It Is all right, de%rle." he said to 
his wife. "I am not afraid of a com¬ 
mission. I am a sane man now; Just 
as sane ns the Judge himself, and I 
am sure that any right-minded com¬ 
mission will so declare me." 

The attorneys quickly withdrew from 
the conference and Th&w and his wife 
sat for a long time together discussing 
what the commission probably would 
do. When Mr. Hartridge came out he 
declared: "The fortitude of the boy 
(meaning Thaw) astonishes me some¬ 
times. and It certainly did to-day."

The Law In the Case, 


Tho statute under which the com- 
ml«*'nn was appointed says: 

When tho commissioners have conclud¬ 
ed their examination they must forthwith 
roport the facts to the court with their 
opinion thereon. If tho commission find 
Lhe defendant insane, tho trial or judg¬ 
ment rrrurt be suspended until he be- 
I ocinfs sane, and tho court. If it de«-m his 
discharge dangerous to the public peace 
and pufoty. must order that he be, in 
the meantime, committed t*' tho Sheriff 
to a State hinatic asylum, and upon h$s 
becoming sane, that he be redelivered by 
the superintendent of tho asylum to the 
Sheriff. 

When received into an asylum ho must 
be detained there until he become* Rina 
Then the superintendent must give writ¬ 
ten notice of the foot to n Judge of the 
Supreme Court of the district In which 
the asylum is oil noted. The Judge must 
require th* Sheriff without delay to bring 
tho defendant from tho asylum and phu>» 
him In the proper custody until he bo 
brought to trial, judgment or execution, 
ne the cose may' be, or be legally dis¬ 
charged. 

While the law simply proscribe* any 
State asylum, il is generally the custom 
to send all persons charged with crime 
to the asylum at Mattewan for the 
criminal Insane. 

The court directs what compensa¬ 
tion shall be paid to the members of a 
lunacy commission.

TOWARD STATE OFFICIALS. 


Nashville, Tenn.. March 26.—[Special.] 
—This was the House’s busy day. three 
sessions being held. More business wils 
disposed of at the morning session 
than during any previous day. 

The House continues to maintain 

its record for passing all bills 

that are presented and also con¬ 

tinues to manifest a spirit of generosity 
in dealing with the officials of the 
.State, In addition to creating a new Cir¬ 
cuit Court for the counties of Davidson 
and Williamson and Increasing the aal- 
ary of the superintendent of the Capitol 
from $1,000 to $1,500. the bill to guaran¬ 
tee salaries to aH the clerks and mas¬ 
ters of the State was passed. 

Very few new bills appeared, fewer 
than during any day of the session, the 
most important being one by Repre¬ 
sentative Gordon to appropriate $25,000 
for the purchase and Improvement of 
the Bishop Byrne residence, direct 
across the street frorp the State House, 
to be used as an annex to the Capitol. 

Mr. Johnson introduced a bill to re¬ 
quire all convict manufactured goods to 
be labeled “made In the Tennessee peni¬ 
tentiary.'* 

• • • 

New Court Created. 

Three bills were passed creating a new 
court. By the first the third circuit of 
Davidson county Is created, by the sec¬ 
ond the seventeenth judicial circuit to 
be composed of the new third circuit 
and Williamson county is established 
and by the third the Chancery Court 
of Williamson county to be presided 
over by the Judge of the new circuit is 
created. 

After a discussion of over an hour, 
the House passed the Chestnut Bill ap¬ 
propriating fifty cents per capita to the 
school children on January’ 1 next, and 
seventy-five cents per capita on Janu¬ 
ary’ 1 of each year thereafter. In addi¬ 
tion the appropriation of $50,000 under 
the Tolled act Is continued. This bill 
will increase the appropriation to the 
schools on the first of next year from 
$300.u00 to about $350,000. 

After devoting the morning session to 
the passage of two bills and the pre¬ 
liminaries to a vote on a third, the 
Senate In the afternoon again took up 
local bills os a special order, and be¬ 
fore adjourning disposed of more than 
twenty-five. Neither of the bills con¬ 
sidered at the morning session got 
through with whole skins. That pro¬ 
viding a couniy board of education for 
each county In the State was amended 
to except about fifteen counties, and 
the other, which primarily was drafted 
to change the mode of assessment in 
smaller counties by providing county 
Instead of district assessors, but which 
also contained a provision against the 
back assessment of real estate in the 
hands of Innocent parties, was amend¬ 
ed by the elimination of the first feat¬ 
ure. 

Another bill offered by the Revenue 
and Assessment Committee, providing 
for the assessment of the Intangible 
values of nonresident quasi public cor¬ 
porations, was under consideration a.t 
the hour of adjournment, and in the 
afternoon it was made a special order 
for to-morrow. 

• • • 

Vagrancy JLaw Passed. 

A motion to reconsider Is upon the 
journal, but the McFarland vagrancy 
j law has been passed by the Senate and 
It needs nothing but the signature of 
the Governor to give It a place upon 
the statute books. It Is quite radical 
and besides declaring who are vagrants, 

. It vests Justices of the peace with con- 
j current Jurisdiction for the punishment 
i of persons falling under the descrip¬ 
tions and It is thought may open the 
way for a harvest of graft of far- 
reaching extent. 

The Knoxville Senators had a Joust 
over the tlnie at which the act repeal¬ 
ing Its charter Is to go Into effect, and 
Senator Duncan proved victor by put¬ 
ting n.n amendment to the bill extend¬ 
ing the time from June 30 to November 
1. As amended the bill was passed, and 
Knoxville will not go dry until No¬ 
vember, provided the House concurs.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
AND L AND EMPLOYE3. 


CHANCES LOOK HOPEFUL TO 
BROTHERHOOD MEN. 


THEY WANT CHICAGO WAGES. 


After practically an all-day conference 
between W. M. Mitchell, general man¬ 
ager of the Kentucky and Indiana Bridge 
and Railroad Company, and the official* 
of the Brotherhoods of Trainmen. Fire¬ 
men and Engineers, no adjustment of 
the controversy over the new scale of 
wages asked by the yard employes of the 
company was arrived at yesterday. Mr. 
Mitchell will meet with the representa¬ 
tive* of the brotherhoods again this 
morning, when the matter win be gone 
over In more detail In the hope of ar¬ 
riving at an amicable settlement. 

W. T. Newman, of Denver, third vice 
grand master. Brotherhood of Trainmen, 
said that he. together with Messrs, c*. 
dle and Ball, representing the engineers 
and firemen, went very carefully over the 
proposed wage scale with Mr. Mitchell, 
and the matter was considered from Its 
various angles, but that Mr Mitchell gave 
them no definite reply to the demands of 
the employes. At the end of the confer¬ 
ence Mr. Mitchell said that he should like 
to go Into the question more In detail to¬ 
day. and arranged to meet with them 
this morning Mr Newman was Inclined 
to believe that the wage question would 
be settled amicably by to-night. 

The conference yesterday was held In 
the I^oulsvllle Hotel, where the represen¬ 
tatives of the brotherhoods are regis¬ 
tered. Harmony characterised the dis¬ 
cussion. and when the conference was 
over one of those In the meeting said 
that the chances for an amicable adjust¬ 
ment of the wago que-stion were good, 
and that a settlement might be reached 
to-day. The K A* I. Bridge and Railroad 
Company Is owned by the Monon. B and 
O. and Southern railroads, and Mr. Mitch¬ 
ell l« the general manager. He mav 
have to confer with the general man¬ 
agement of the three controlling rail¬ 
roads before he give* nn answer. 

The employes of the company, who are 
affiliated with the brotherhoods, are ask¬ 
ing for a general Increase in their wages 
to bring them up to the standard In ef¬ 
fect In the Chicago railroad yards, where 
an increase of four cents an hour was 
granted In December last.

FATAL AFFRAY. 


Queer Order of Negroes Re¬ 
sists Authorities. 


CLAIMS GOVERNMENT HAS NO 
CONTROL OVER IT. 


FOUR DEAD AS RESULT OF THE 
MISTAJCEN NOTION. 


TWO WHITE MEN WOUNDED. 


Muskogee, I. T., March 26.—As a re¬ 
sult of a fight between members of an 
organization of negroes known as the 
United Socialists on one side and city 
government officers on the other late 
this afternoon, John Cofield, a white 
police officer, was shot through the 
body Just above the heart and will die; 
Guy Fisher, white, a clerk In a whole¬ 
sale grocery establishment, was shot 
through the shoulder; Sam and Elbert 
Barker and a man named Scott, all 
negroes, are dead, two other negroes 
whose names cannot be learned, were 
badly wounded and are In hiding with 
friends, and six negroes are In Jail. 

The United Socialists are established 
In many Indian Territory towns and 
one of their claims is that the United 
States authorities have no Jurisdiction 
over members. The leader of the or¬ 
ganization, William Wright, a negro 
preacher, is among those arrested. The 
fight took place at a house occupied by 
the members of the organization. Of¬ 
ficer Cofield went to the house to serve 
a warrant on Elbert Barker and was 
shot down. In response to a riot call 
United States Deputy Marshals Ledbet¬ 
ter. Hubbard, Williams and Smith re¬ 
spond ed.

Hammond, Ind., and Chicago Suffer 
Considerable Damage—Two 
Men Killed. 


ANOTHER GROUP

Hammond, Ind., March 26.—A severe 
electrical and wind 6torm struck this 
city and vicinity this afternoon and did 
considerable damage to outbuilding* 
and trees. In the city, proper, uwnings 
were twisted to pieces and plate glass 
windows in the business houses were 
smashed. A downpour of rain accompa¬ 
nied the storm and many basements 
were fllooded. 

At Hegewlsch, Ill., one man was 
severely Injured and the plant of the 
Western Steel Oar and Foundry Com¬ 
pany was badly damaged by the wind. 
The three big chimneys of the plant 
were leveled to the roof. One of these 
chimneys mis 350 feet high and the fall 
of brick which accompanied Its destruc¬ 
tion broke the roof and destroyeed some 
costly machinery In the works. Michael 
Nodowskl, a workman, who was in the 
plant at the time, was caught in the 
fall of brick and his shoulder bone was 
broken. He also whs hurt internally 
and is in a serious condition. Several 
residences in the village were In the 
path of the storm and a number wore 
unroofed. 

Other villages In this vicinity suf-q 
fered similarly from the storm and the 
damage to property will amount to fully, 
$75,000 in Hammond and the suround- 
lng towns. 

Nine Fires From Lightning. 

Chicago, Mitrch 26.—During a severe 
electrical and rain storm which passed 
over the city late this afternoon, John 
Mueller, an employe of a lumber con¬ 
cern. was struck by lightning and kill¬ 
ed. Nine fires were caused by bolt 3 of 
lightning inside of twenty minutes after 
the storm began. The rainfall which 
was at times accompanied by hall, was 
very heavy. 

Aged Farmer Killed. 

Lafayette, Ind.. March 26.—The most 
severe elecftrlaaJ storm of the year pass¬ 
ed over Lafayette this afternoon. Rain 
fell in torrents. The lightning did much 
damage to telephone and telegraph 
wfivea Parvan Runyon, aged seventy, 
a farmer residing nine miles south, wn« 
struck by lightning and Instantly killed. 

Terrific Sandstorm. 

Colorado Springs, Col.. March 26.—A 
terrific sand storm raged In Colorado 
Spring's and vicinity to-day and busi¬ 
ness In the downtown districts was 
practically suspended. The wind blew 
with a velocity of seventy-two miles an 
hour.

provision® of the Constitution. Their 
attitude. In effect, presumed that the 
National Government did not possess 
unlimited power; that Congress could 
not label any and everything “Inter 
state commence" and proceed to regu¬ 
late it; that the Constitution gave to 
the States rights which the National 
Government could not lawfully en¬ 
croach upon, and that in the Employers* 
Liability Act the National Government 
exceeded Its authority by endeavoring 
to encroach upon those rights. 

Whatever may be the merits of the 
law Involved in these decisions—waiv¬ 
ing altogether consideration of the Jus¬ 
tice of the Act or the question of Its 
desirability—the fact is clear that Judge 
Speer took the Federalist!*; view, while 
Judges Evans and McCall followed the 
national traditions of democracy and 
States* rights. Judge Speer thinks 
along lines of the Rooseveltlan de¬ 
parture and Is willing to lend his judi¬ 
cial authority to the extension of Fed¬ 
eral dominion over the States; the other 
two Judges think along old-fashioned 
lines and stand against the absorption 
of the sovereignty and integrity of the 
individual States by the powers in 
Washington. __ 
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“Business.” 

Tuesday Evening, March 26.—After a 
weak opening, the New York market 
turned and became very strong, large 
buying orders making their appearance 
and prices advancing very rapidly, then 
became quiet and steady, with a slight 
decline duo to profit-taking, but clotted 
strong with noteworthy gulns. 

Money on call was strong at 5*4 to 10 
per cent., ruling at 6*4. Time loans were 
dull but strong at 6 to 7. Sterling ex¬ 
change was weak. 

The Chicago wheat market had a firm 
tone, the May delivery closing He higher. 
Corn was up He to He and oats were He 
to He higher. 

The cotton market opened steady at 
an advance of 7 to 10 points, and ruled 
dull with an upward tendency, final prices 
being 7 to 17 points higher than the open¬ 
ing. 

Tho Chicago cattle market was steady, 
the hog market steady to 5c lower and 
the sheep market steady to strong. 


Railroads For Eastern Kentucky. 

We are again treated to a state¬ 
ment thaAa survey Is being made up the 
Middle Fork of thu Kentucky river with 
the purpose of building a railroad up 
that stream to Pound Gap, the extreme 
eastern ptfrt of the State. There are 
two railroads extending from Louis¬ 
ville to tho Eastern Kentucky coal 
field in that direction, the extension of 
either or both of which would be of 
infinite value to the development of 
that portion of the State. One of them 
is the Kentucky and Atlantic, running 
C I now from Versailles through Nicholas- 
f I vlUe and Richmond to Beattyville at 
the Three Forks of the Kentucky river. 
The other is the Kentucky Eastern, 
from Winchester to Jackson, Breath¬ 
itt county. The former has con¬ 
nections with Louisville at Versailles 
by the Southern and the latter at Win¬ 
chester by the Chesapeake and Ohio. 

From Beattyville to Pound Gap by 
way of the Middle Fork is about one 
hundred miles through the richest coal 
field in Kentucky or elsewhere, both as 
to quality and the number of workable 
veins. From Jackson to Pound Gap the 
distance is about seventy-five miles, 
through a territory only less Inviting 
in point of its coal than the former. 
Both routes, while presenting obstacles 
Inseparable from a mountain country, 
are practical and would not involve 
excessive cost of construction. For the 
ultimate development of the mineral 
territory both will be required, and 
either would bid fair to be an Import¬ 
ant link In the coming direct highway 
from Louisville to the Atlantic tide¬ 
water. 

The feature which lends future con¬ 
sequence to these roads Is the fact that, 
sooner or later, the Cumberland moun¬ 
tain will be tunneled at Pound Gap, 
and thence It Is almost thirty miles to 
Norton, Va., the Junction of the L. and 

N. branch from Cumberland Gap and 
the main stem of the Norfolk and 
Western leading direct to Newport 
News. This would relieve Louisville and 
a large part of Kentucky, especially 
its richest cool area of the great 
disadvantage against which they 
have had to contend In the lack 
of a more direct connection 
eastward. To reach the seaboard Louis¬ 
ville has now either to turn 
the impassable waJl of the Cum¬ 
berland at Cumberland Gap or 
its northern extremity, at or near 
•the Ohio, taking in either case, 
two sides of a triangle when by a 
direct road through Pound Gap she 
would take the hypothenuse. Be¬ 
sides this, It would open up 
a region of unsurpassed mineral and 
limber wealth which has lain for more 
than a century as a great sea of 
Sargoasa practically dead to the waves 
of progress around it and with an ex¬ 
aggerated reputation for lawlessness 
due chiefly to its Isolation. 

This project for development and a 
more direct route eastward is not a 
new or chimerical one. It was agitated 
twenty years ago with apparently fair 
prospect ot practical results. When, in 
1888, the Kentucky and Eastern rail¬ 
road was in course of construction, its 
projectors caused a preliminary survey 
to be made to Pound Gap showing its 
feasibility. Then a charter was se¬ 
cured from the Legislature of Kentucky 
for the construction of a pay tunnel 
through the mountain for the use of 
all roads converging there. Unfortu¬ 
nately the financial crash which fol¬ 
lowed several years later prevented the 
consummation of the proposed enter¬ 
prise and nothing further has been done 
looking to the extension of the line or 
building of the tunnel. But in another 
quarter, having close bearing on this 
question, there have, of late, been im¬ 
portant movements. The Big Sandy 
valley, the waters of which head near 
those of the Kentucky, not far from 
Pound Gap, which has a remarkably 
rich coal area of between 2.500 and 
3,000 square miles, is attracting the at¬ 
tention of railroads and coal developers 
more than any part of Kentucky. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio Is extending a 
branch from Catlettsburg by way of 
the Russell Fork and the Breaks of 
Sandy into Virginia, with a portion of 
the road In operation for nearly a hun¬ 
dred miles through some of its best 
counties. Still another road is being 
surveyed, and rights of way secured, 
from Fullerton, in Greenup county on 
the Ohio, nearly opposite Portsmouth. 

O. , where are railroad Connections with 
all points northward. This is known as 
the North and South railroad, which 
proposes to build through Greenup, 
Carter, Elliott, Morgan. Magoffin and 
Knott counties, and then southeast to 
Pound Gap, looking to ultimate exten- 


Judge Speer's Decision. 

It would be a great thing if counts 
were infallible; If the construction of 
law' were so exact a science that no tw o 
Judges could differ on a legal question. 

It would make for Judicial uniformity 
and consistency, and litigants whose 
rights are involved would have the sat¬ 
isfaction of knowing that Justice is 
never confused; that no one could get 
in one court a decision differing from 
that which another court would hand 
down. Courts, being the creatures of 
the human race, how'ever, cannot be 
different from their authors. To make 
oooirts infallible you would have to be¬ 
gin by amending th© race. 

The decision of Judge Speer in the 
United State* Court at Macon Illus¬ 
trates the weakness of courts, for he 
decides emphatically to be constitu¬ 
tional a Federal law which Judge 
Bvans, of this city, and Judge McCall, 
of Memphis, decided very recently to 
b© emphatically unconstitutional. Here 
w© find the United States Court con¬ 
tradicting itself; on© Judge says 
“•Tla" and others say •• *Talnt," and 
whatever any of them says goes—until 
the Supreme Court passes on the ques¬ 
tion—because all speak with authority. 

Meanwhile, th© Employers* Liability 
Aot Is en forcible in Judge Speer’s juris¬ 
diction and has no standing whatever 
in th© Jurisdictions of Judges Evans 
and MoCalL Here Is a strange and 
unfortunate confusion. 

It is diverting to observe the lines of 
reasoning which led to such contrary 
conclusions. 

Judge Speer upheld the law’ because 
he Individually approved It and thought 
such a law' should be on the statute- 
books for the protection of the railroad 
employes for whose benefit It was en¬ 
acted; because It was wtthln the do¬ 
main of national legislative regulations; 
because th© creator of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the enactment 
of statutes against arbitrary and dis¬ 
criminating rates, the passage of the 
anti-trust law, the enactment of a law 
forbidding passes In interstate traffic 
and other legislation regulating inter¬ 
state commerce questions Illustrated 
the power of Congress to control such 
matters as were involved In the statute 
under consideration. The National 
Legislature passed the measure, In the 
▼lew of Judge Speer, evidently with the 
Intention of giving all the million or 
more railroad employes In the United 
States uniform protection, and he be¬ 
lieved it acted wisely and w'lthin Its 
constitutional powers. 

Judges Evans and McCall attacked 
th© question from a different angle al¬ 
together. They did not discuss the 
merits of the law or the purpose of 
Congress in enacting it. They did not 
consider Its wisdom or need. They 
started out with th© constitutional pro¬ 
vision that Congress has the power to 
regulate only interstate commerce, and 
that brought them to the question: Are 
th© relations of employe and employer 
interstate commerce, even if the em¬ 
ployer ts a railroad operating In more 
than one State? They took the position 
that this question is distinct from in¬ 
terstate commerce and teat in uutet-’stuns through North Carolina to the 


seaboard by consolidation of existing 
lines and making, what has long been 
mooted, a great trunk line from Chi¬ 
cago to th© South Atlantic coast. 

It may b© that the present depressed 
condition in railroad circles, may 
retard the construction or extension of 
the roads named. But, sooner or later, 
they will be numbered among the most 
prosperous roads in the State. Twenty 
years ago Southeastern Kentucky was 
wrapped in the same death-like slum¬ 
ber, but with the extension of the L. 
and N. through Cumberland Gap. cities 
sprung up, the wilderness blossomed 
with prosperity and the coal field 
penetrated, which had never produced 
commercial coal, now’ approximates, In 
its output, the western coal field and 
has made Kentucky rank eighth among 
the coal-bearing States. 


truly sympathize with a warlor who 
was cheated of a soldier’s reward—a 
bullet in the breast—lay a flower upon 
his grave.

Life Insurance Shrinkage. 

The life insurance companies have 
been taking an account of stock to see 
how’ they have been affected by the 
revelations and scandals that came 
from recent inquiries, as well ns the 
prejudices and suspicions excited by 
these events, which were in some cases 
quite unfounded. For it Is necessary to 
remember that, while the outgivings 
were often shocking and deserved the 
close attention of the Insured, they in 
general afforded no reason for forfeit¬ 
ing policies, or for refusing to secure 
the necessary protection when needed. 
The result of the review’ of last year’s 
business, as given in the Spectator, is 
instructive. 

The new’ business of 1906 was some¬ 
what less than in 1904. The new busi¬ 
ness of 1906 showed a falling off over 
1906 of $630,400,000 In regular, and $30,- 
600,000 in industrial insurance. This is 
a very large shrinkage, which did not 
particularly affect the solvency of any 
company, but it must have been dis¬ 
astrous to many of the agents. The 
various companies, however, still had at 
risk the enormous sum of $11,270,000,000 
in regular and $2,450,000,000 in industrial 
Insurance, a total of $13,720,000,000. Their 
total assets amount to nearly three bil¬ 
lions, and they showed a gain for the 
year of $218,000,000. Their surplus also 
showed a gain of more than thirty-two 
millions. The life insurance companies 
are not, therefore, by any means pau¬ 
pers, and in spite of the bad business 
have added to their assets faster than 
their liabilities have increased. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report Is the falling off In ex¬ 
penses. In 1904, the total Income was 
$599,000,000 and the expenses $144,200,000. 
In 1906 the income was $641,700,000 and 
the expenses $152,200,000. In 1906 the 
income was$G65,900.000 and the expenses 
$132,200,000. We see in this a steady In¬ 
crease in the income, in 1905. the ex¬ 
penses were eighi millions more than in 
1904; in 1906, they wei*e $20,000,000 less 
than in the preceding year. In percent¬ 
ages the expenses were in 1904, 24 per 
cent, of income; in 1905, 23.7; In 1906, 19.9 
per cent 

Thus while the new’ business of the 
companies fell off enormously the in¬ 
come Increased and the expenses were 
reduced. This happened In part because, 
according to modern methods, new busi¬ 
ness is exceedingly expensive. As there 
was less of it in 19j)6 less money was 
paid out on that account. But It Is 
probable that the revelations of 
the extravagant methods employed, and 
of the giving away of money that came 
near being adjudged larceny, had their 
effect on the managers of some com¬ 
panies arid led to some reform that 
largely curtailed expenses that were 
avoidable. Certainly tho Increase of 
$24,000,000 In Income and a reduction of 
$20,000,000 in expenses for the same 
year is a showing that is gratifying, 
w’hile it is full of suggestions as to evil 
practices in the past. 


A Martyred Warrior. 

Dispatches announce briefly the death 
of William J. Cook, of the Fourteenth 
Missouri cavalry in the Cival War, at 
the National Soldiers’ Home. Ft. 
Leavenworth. 

One soldier follows a flag to fame; 
another follows it to death. There are 
cheers for the one and tears for the 
other. A third, as heroic as the first, 
but less fortunate than the second, 
follows the same flag faithfully, endur¬ 
ing the tolls of the march, the pangs 
of hunger and the privations qt the 
camp, and braving the bullets of the 
enemy only to return from the wars, 
broken in health, poor, humble and ob¬ 
scure, to spend his declining days as a 
pensioner upon the charity of the na¬ 
tion. Such was the fate of William J. 
Cook. Whose martial spirit fled the flesh 
w f hen ( in the line of duty, he intro¬ 
duced Into a loyal stomach a quantity 
of tainted hash. 

History holds no record of the com¬ 
mon soldier’s valor unless he chances, 
by rare good fortune, to have the op¬ 
portunity to do some conspicuous deed 
of daring. We only know that Wil¬ 
liam J. Cook ate hash of the baser sort 
In uncomplaining silence for some 
years, and was turned over to the phy¬ 
sicians for a post mortem when his 
digestion mutinied and laid him cold 
in death; but It is fair to assume that 
he was once a dashing soldier, 

“Full of strange oaths, and bearded like 
the pard. 

Jealous In honor, sudden and quick in 
quarrel. 

Seeking the bubble, reputation, 

Even in the cannon’s mouth." 

Dead from tainted hash he is not to 
be a heroic figure. N-o troubadour will 
sing of his tenting upon fame’s eternal 
camping ground, nor will there be en¬ 
graved upon his tomb a stilted epitaph 
setting forth the quality of his courage, 
but "let not the base pleblan rabble 
mock Caesar thus laid low." Let every 
boardinghouse girl and boy. and every 
professional boarder whose palate 
knows the familiar touch of tasteless 
hash of the fourth order, reflect upon 
the sufferings of William J. Cook dur¬ 
ing the years of hash-eating that pre¬ 
ceded the date upon which he took the 
dose that proved fatal, and let each 
of these, and every one else who can 


Gold and Silver. 

The Public Printing Office has Issued 
for the Geological Survey a volume 
on the Mineral Resources of the 
United States for 1906, which contains 
a great deal of valuable Information. 
It shows the total value of our rain 
era! products for the year to have been 
$1,623,877,120. a sum so vast as to defy 
conception. 

The total production of gold for the 
year was 4,265,742 fine ounces, worth 
$88,180,700. The total of sliver was 
56,101,600 fine ounces, worth something 
over $34,000,000. In the production of 
gold Colorado led with an output 
worth $25,701,100, and California was 
second with $19,197,100. Alaska pro¬ 
duced $14,925,600. Montana produced 
the greatest quantity of silver. 

The Western States are well known 
for their great production of mineral 
w’ealth, but we have in this volume 
an account of the output of the South¬ 
ern Appalachian States which, though 
small, is of interest. The States of 
Alabama, Georgia, Maryland, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee 
and Virginia produced in 1905 gold of 
the value of $383,401, and stiver worth 
$117,609, a total of over half a million 
dollars. North Carolina produced the 
most gold, its output being worth $125.- 
685. while Georgia w’as second with 
$96,910. Tennessee produced only $4,332 
worth of gold, but her silver was of 
the value of $57,695. The gold belt in¬ 
cludes but a v&*y small part of Ten¬ 
nessee. The yield of silver is princi¬ 
pally a by-product of the copper mines, 
and shows a considerable Increase over 
previous years. 

That Six-Foot Gauge. 

Mr. Harriman has given an opin¬ 
ion to the effect that the gauge of the 
railroads of the country will have to 
be increased to six feet before they 
will be in a position to do the trans¬ 
portation required in a satisfactory 
winy. Of course, the cost of th-s change 
would be enormous, and it would be 
a good while before they could b»j made 
everywhere, and, meantime, while dif¬ 
ferences of gauge existed much trouble 
w’ould be experience J In mak .i» ship- 
ipenits over long distanoes tni differ¬ 
ent roads. 

The late convention of railroad en¬ 
gineers at Chicago distinctly refused to 
give its attention to such a problem, 
It was. Indeed, mentioned, but it was 
not discussed. An officer of the con 
ventlon said it dealt “with practical 
problems, not with imposf^bl* theo¬ 
ries." By giving no further attention 
to the subject the convention in effect 
relegated Mr. Harrlman’s suggestion to 
the domain of impossible theorieu. cer¬ 
tainly, if his idea is correct, the rail¬ 
road problem assumes a magnitude 
which far transcends -that given It by 
the masses of the people, great os that 
is beyond question. 

Some of the papers are publishing 
the statement that capital punishment 
has been virtually abolished in Mis¬ 
souri. They base this on the passage 
of a law to empower a Jury in murder 
cases to assess the death penalty or 
imprisonment for life in their discre¬ 
tion. Such a rule has long been en¬ 
forced in Kentucky, and nobody pre¬ 
tends that capital punishment has b :en 
abolished here. It sometimes happens 
that Juries fix the punishment ©t Im¬ 
prisonment for life when public senti¬ 
ment is in favor of death, but on the 
whole the law works reasonably w*»l. 
and often enables Juries to find ver¬ 
dicts in cases where there would oth¬ 
erwise be a disagreement.

No one of the great editors whose 
names were indissolubly linked with 
the history of this nation in the tw'o 
decades after the Civil War had a wid¬ 
er range of experience than did Murat 
Halstead, who now lives in retirement 
at Cincinnati. On March 2 last, he and 
his wife celebrated their golden wed- 
ding anniversary. They were married 
on March 2, 1867, and took the train 
that night for Washington, w r here Mr. 
Halstead arrived in time to report the 
Inauguration of President Buchanan on 
the fourth of March. He reported the 
trial and execution of John Brown, at 
that time becoming acquainted with 
Col. Robert E. Lee, In command of the 
troops at Harper’s Ferry. When the 
Civil War came on, Mr. Halstead saw' 
much service as a correspondent in 
the field, returning to Cincinnati to 
take charge of his paper after the wa r 
closed. 

He was with Prince Bismarck In the 
Franco-Prussian War, with Weyler in 
the Cuban Revolution*, just before the 
American intervention, and with Gen. 
Merritt in the Philippine Insurrection. 
He has attended and reported every 
national convention since the one held 
in Charleston In 1S60. with the excep¬ 
tion of the last Democratic convention 
at St. Louis, when Mr. Halstead of the 
editorial page was far from being a 
colorless writer. In hT& day he probab¬ 
ly caused more bitter editorial contro- 
veVsIes than any other one man in 
America. As a correspondent he was 
always fair to both sides, sometimes 
leaning a little backward in his de¬ 
sire to do Justice, but always graphic 
and interesting. He is one of the few 
remaining giants of the days of per¬ 
sonal Journalism in the United States. 

• • • 

Whitelaw K#*id. Lhe American Am- 
^ to Britain, began his 

Journalistic career just fifty years ago 
as the editor of the Xenia (Ohio) News. 
Later lie became a reporter on the Cin¬ 
cinnati Gazette, and during the hot po¬ 
litical contests of 1860 began writing ar¬ 
ticles over the signature “Agate." He 
took the field as a war correspondent, 
distinguishing himself at the battle of 
Shiloh by being the only one to get 
his report through to the Northern 
newspapers. 

His defense of Grant In that “battle¬ 
field report," has done much for the 
historical record of the great Federal 
captain. After a few years in Wash¬ 
ington he went to the New’ York 
Tribune in 1868 and became associated 
with Horace Greeley. When Mr. Greeley 
died in 1872, he succeeded to the editor¬ 


ship and chief ownership of the 
Tribune, one of the most powerful par¬ 
ty organs ever known.

Mr. Reid doesn't mince words when 
he writes editorials, and his bitter at¬ 
tacks upon ConkJlng and Platt during 
the famous factional fight of the early 
eighties earned for him a hatred that 
has never been appeased. When Mr. 
Reid went as Minister to France he 
put John Hay In charge of the Tribune. 
Later, w r hen Mr. McKinley came to 
the White House, Mr. Reid would hav 
been sent abroad, but the Platt in 
fluence In the Senate was such as to 
prevent his confirmation. Mr. Hay was 
sent. In 1897 Mr. Reid displaced Mr. 
Hay by going to 
ambassador to the

One of the vertebrae of the neck had 
been wren died forward, and the bony 
projection of its lower neighbor had 
caught and held It securely almost at 
Its edge. A part of the spinal cord wax 
dragged from its protecting vertebra 
and was stretched, exposed, over the 
top of the vertebra that lies beneath 
the dislocated portion. 

Keen wasn’t i-arnUMg any too much 
money for his four children and a wife 
as sunny nature! as himself, when the 
dislocation came. He couldn't afford 
!q lay off a day or two simply because 
hfs neck hurt, nor because he couldn't 
lie clown at night, and spent the long 
nights in sleepless agonies. 

Days came when nature, pushed to 
the farthest limit, oould endure no 
more, and he simply had to quit and 
store up enough energy for another try 
at railroading. Then came the re¬ 
proaches of his employers, weary 
tramps from doctor to doctor, with the 
money running out as through a sieve, 
and his babies growing more wan and 
wistful day by day. 

His food choked him because of the 
dislocation, and he was told he had 
throat trouble. He was blistered and 
poulticed for imaginary tumors, dosed 
for rheumatism, and for a dozen other 
complaints. 

Finally, an osteopath gussed right 
“You have dislocation of one of the 
vertebrae of the neck," he was told. The 
praetttloner applied Immense force to 
his head ’while another man held his 
feet rigid. Keen the while standing up 
right. He fainted in the pain of the 
oi^eraiion and returned to the osteopath 
no more. 

Recently he went to the orthopedic 
department of Jefferson Hospital, and 
there found the first relief since the 
accident. After he hnd been thorough¬ 
ly rested a steel brace was made for his 
head. He must wear this every day, 
one or two hours dally being the maxi 
mum time it can be taken off.

His Income Small. 


An X-ray proof of the correct diag¬ 
nosis of the injuries has just been 
made In the Jefferson Hospital. The 
photograph shows that even when his 
head is supported by the brace which 
he must wear with but brief respite, it 
is pitched forward more than a half 
Inch. It is feared that science will nev¬ 
er estore him to normal condition. 

For two years and a half after the 
accident*Keen had continued to work as 
a brakeman. For four yean he has 
been unable to work beyond doing 
odd jobs'* about the house, and for 
three years the regular Income for the 
little family has been put $13.80 a 
month. Of this. $10.80 has come from 
the Pennsylvania railroad. $1.20 a 
month as dues for the relief fund being 
extracted from the 40-cent a day allow¬ 
ance decreed him. and $3 has corne from 
the Order of Foresters. 

For a year after he was unable to 
work, the railroad allowed him 80 cents 
a day, and, after cutting this amount 
In half, at once tlm-e quit paying any¬ 
thing for several months because a 
physician in Its employ said ho was 
shamming.

[Cape Town Correspondence of the New 
World] 

An extraordinary picture of life on 
that barren isle in the South Atlantic 
Is drawn In a letter received here from 
a passenger who sailed from Table Bay 
for Montevideo by way of the Island of 
Tristan da Cunha: 

A pathetic appeal was recently re¬ 
ceived in this country for someone, 
preferably a Church of England man. 
to go to Tristan da Cunha to teach. No 
salary could be offered, the appeal 
said, as In one whole year only $25 was 
taken on the Island. 

The letter from the passenger on the 
Surrey brings news of a calamity which 
has bereft the island of a large part of 
Its able-bodied male population and 
tolls of conditions of privation and 
misery among those who are left. 

Among the Surrey's passengers were 
the Rev. Mr., Borrow, his wife and an¬ 
other woman, bound for Tristan da 
Cunha. Describing tho difficulty ex¬ 
perienced In landing them the letter 
says: 

“The coast Is very dangerous, and 
there was quite & possibility that the 
trio would have to be carried on to 
Montevideo, but fortunately, although 
we had encountered many rough seas, 
when we came In sight of Tristan, the 
weather abated, and contrary to the 
captain's expectations we were able to 
anchor within a quarter of a mile of 
the shore. 

“Two canvas boats put off from tho 
shore immediately, bringing letters 
which the Islanders wanted posted. 
They had live sheep, ducks, etc., and 
cured albatross and other birds for bar¬ 
ter, also milk. The settlers were very 
peculiar looking. With some few ex¬ 
ceptions, their skins are exceedingly 
dark owing to the sun. but most of 
them are of European descent. 

The postmaster came on board. He 
said that the yacht Valhalla had 
brought them word Chat Mr. Borrow 
would arrive on the Surrey, and they 
had reckoned so well that they had ex¬ 
ported us the day before. 

“He said they now number only 
sixty inhabitants on the island, mostly 
women and children. The two boats 
alongside us hod the sole able-bodied 
male population. Sometime ago seven¬ 
teen men had put out to sea to fish and 
had befcn lost. 

“The Island is overrun with rats, 
which cat all the crops, wheat espncial- 
*’• and for six months they have not 
had bread, but had lived chiefly on po¬ 
tatoes. The rule of the Islanders is for 
all to share alike, so that when an 
animal Is killed each gets his portion. 
This applies to everything that can be 
divided. 

“It took a whole day to land the nine 
tons of baggage, and owing to the 
roughness of the sea it was an extreme¬ 
ly dangerous task. Some of the pas¬ 
sengers helped. One was washed out 
of the boat, but being a good swimmer, 
struck out for the shore. 

“The farewells were said and the 
party got into one of the canvas boats, 
which had been swinging on the davits 
to make It easier for them, but the 
combined weight was too much, and 
the boat began to break, so it had to 
be lowered into the water first, and the 
trio made the descent one by one. aided 
by the officers. 

“The ship wtas standing very high 
, of Ji 1 ® watc r and going down the 
ship s side with the roaring surf below 
must have been a terrible ordeal for all, 
but they were all very brave. We did 
not continue our voyage until we saw 
them safely through the surf and on 
shore, but It was an anxious time even 
for us on board, as we could riot foresee 
how it would be with them, every 
ot V,S, I L wave sw?rr| Ing to cover their boat.

Jr„ vice president, and Max 
Samuelson, treasurer of the Kentucky As¬ 
sociation, and Jouett Shouse, secretary of 
the Bluegrass Fair Association, and a 
lengthy conference was held. After the 
conference Mr. Winn said that before ho 
reached Lexington he had been confident 
that there would be no difficulty about the 
A- T. A holding the meeting If the local 
effort to purchase the track failed, as 
Capt. Harry Brown had told him he could 
have the track. Since hls arrival here, 
however. Max Samuelson has assured him 
that the Union Trust Company, of Pitts¬ 
burg, administrator of CapL Sam Brown's 
estate, would not consent to leasing the 
track If it was not purchased. 

Mr. Winn said that on account of these 
facts the meeting could not be held un¬

Rose was arrested last night at Scllers- 
burg by Special Marshal Walter (Jwln 
on a warrant sworn out by Charles 
Green, a friend of Floyd, and who 
charged the prisoner with assault and 
battery with attempt to kill Immediate¬ 
ly after his arrest Rose wns arraigned 
before Magistrate T. E. Gw In, but was 
excited and seemed unable to speak in 
reply to the court’s questions. The Mag¬ 
istrate, however, entered a plea of not 
guilty and held him to the Circuit Court. 
He was sent to prison. 

The first tangible statement of the trou¬ 
ble was made yesterday by Coates, who 
said he wits <he one the attack was really 
intended for. and It in nupposed Rose 
made a mistake. Coates said he attended 
church at Speeds Sunday night with a 
young woman and this fact was not ap- 

f >reclated by her admirers who live in the 
It tie town. There was no trouble, how¬ 
ever, until the young woman had been 
taken homo. Con tea, Lloyd and other* 
when near the railroad depot, he says, 
met Rose and “his crowd, there being 
several In company with Rose. 

Few words, it Is said, were exchanged 
before Rose began to use hln knife on 
Floyd, who had taken no part In the con¬ 
troversy, It being the Impression that 
Rose supposed he was attacking Coates, 
who had gained his enmity because he 
had come from Jeffersonville to accom¬ 
pany the young woman to church. Floyd 
was the only one hurt In any way., al- 
thouch Coates says several of ItdM’W 
friends hod knives. The case will proba¬ 
bly be taken up by the grand jury when 
It meets In April, as there have been 
many complaints of young men from one 
community being attacked because they 
dart»d go Into another neighborhood and 
call on young women.

DR. W. O. SWEENEY NOT EX¬ 
PECTED TO RECOVER. 

One of the Most Prominent Citizens 
of Lexington—Other Fayette 
County News. 


Lexington, Ky., March 26.—[Special.] 
—Dr. W. O. Sweeney, one of the best- 
known and most popular citizens of 
Lexington, is critically 111 at his home 
on North Broadway, and It is feared 
that his condition Is hopeless. Dr. 
Sweeney wiw for many years one of 
the most active physicians in this city 
and when stricken with blindness sev¬ 
eral years ago many of his old patients 
continued to come to his home for med¬ 
ical counsel. When overtaken by his 
affliction Dr. Sweeney retained his 
cheerfulness and activity and entered 
into the coal business at which he has 
been very successful. He married Miss 
Prewitt, of Clark county, and has two 
daughters. Misses Mary and Sunshine, 
and two sons, William and Arthur. 
Mrs. Sweeney is a sister of the wife of 
Dr. T. Hunt Stucky, of Louisville, and 
Dr. Sweeney is an uncle of Dr. Stucky, 
and also of Dr. Joseph A. Sweeney and 
other well-known residents of Louis¬ 
ville. Dr. J. A. Stucky, of this city, 
is also his nephew. Dr. Sweeney hus 
been a prominent member for years of 
the Broadway Christian church, of this 
city, and no man In Lexington is more 
widely known and more generally be¬ 
loved.

RAILROADS HIT IN NEBRASKA. 

Taxation Measure Passed and Will 
Become Law. 

Omaha, Neb., March 26.—The passage 
by the Nebraska Legislature to-day of 
the bill for the taxation of railroad 
property in cities and villages for local 
purposes on the same basis on which 
other property Is taxed, murks the end 
of a fight that began in the Legislature 
In 1901 and has been w’aged with bit¬ 
ter spirit In every successive session. 

The bill will increase the annual as¬ 
sessment of railroads in Nebraska up- 
ward of $500,000. on present property, 
to say nothing of vast Improvements 
now’ being made. 

Heretofore railroads have been taxed 
In Nebraska on their track mileage 
only, shops, depots and other terminal 
property almost entirely escaping tax¬ 
ation. The bill provides that the fran¬ 
chise value of roads shall be Included 
In the property subject to this tax. ex¬ 
cept that the valuations shall be dis¬ 
tributed through the State, Instead of 
taxed In the bulk In the local commun¬ 
ity as the tangible property Is done. 

The measure went to the Governor 
to-day and will be signed by him, as 
he has been one of its staunchest ad¬ 
vocates.

TO TAKE ACTION IN 
ADVANCE OF ’PHONE RATES. 


Matter To Come Up At Meeting of 
Directors of the Beard 
of Trade. 


Particular Interest attaches to to-day’s 
meeting of the directors of the Board of 
Trade by reason of|a Haul report expected 
from the special committee appointed 
several weeks ago to Investigate the rnatr 
ter of a proposed increase in telephone 
rates by the Cumberland Telephone Com¬ 
pany. For two weeks the committee has 
had under advisement the reply of James 
E. Caldwell, of Nashville, president of the 
company, declining to restore the rates 
that formerly were in existence, and It Is 
believed that upon receipt of the commit¬ 
tee’s findings that some Important step In 
the matter will be taken by the directors 
at to-day’s meeting. 

The first report made by the commit¬ 
tee. which Btrongiy opposed the increasing 
of telephone rates In Louisville, resulted 
In the adoption of two resolutions by the 
directors. One of them requested the 
company to maintain Its former rates and 
the other was addressed t*» Mayor Barth, 
requesting him to have introduced Into 
the General Council an ordinance permit¬ 
ting the Home Telephone Company to 
participate In telephone competition. 
Mayor Barth also was visited by a special 
committee of th*» Board Of Trade which 
desired that he take immediate action In 
the matter. He deferred It, however, until 
after consultation with the City Attorney, 
and nothing has thus far been done to¬ 
ward bringing the matter before the 
Council. 

The directors of the Board of Trade are 
unanimous almost without exception in the 
belief that the Cumberland Telephone 
Company is not Justified in asking higher 
rates In Louisville, which belief was 
brought about after a thorough Investi¬ 
gation of the special telephone committee. 
Representatives of the. company appeared 
before the directors and attempted to 
chow wh/ lib ere should b- an Increns* in 
rates, but they failed to convince the di¬ 
rectors. The special committee Is com- 
oesed of Frank C. Nunemucher. chairman; 
Hardy Burton and C. P. Barton.

It Is the net 
earnings alone that ore unsatisfactory. Ex¬ 
penses have been rising in such a decided way 
that even tho very considerable further expan* 
6lc*n In gross revestues ha#, not sufficed to off¬ 
set the augmentation. 

"In no month of 1006 did our monthly com¬ 
pilations record a loss In net. and In 1005 it 
would be nectary to go back to February to 
find a month distinguished in that way. Even 
taking January by Itself. It lias only happened 
twice before during the last dozen years that 
a decrease In net has been recorded—from 
which the reador can see th* exceptional char¬ 
acter of such a revult.

Numerous Examinations Under Civil 
Service Rules For the Month 
of April. 


The Unttod States Civil Sendee Com¬ 
mission announces an examination on 
April 17 for applicants to fill two vacan¬ 
cies in the position of farm superintend¬ 
ent at a salary of $1,200 a year each un¬ 
der the Bureau of Plant Industry. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, and any other 
vacancies that may occur in any branch 
Of the service. The ago limit is twenty 
years. The examination Is open to all 
citisens of the United States. 

On April 17 an<l IB examinations will be 
held In Louisville, Lexington and Pa- 
dauch for Kentucky applicants for the 
position of teacher in the Indian service. 
At present there are three vacancies In 
’the position of female teacher at $G00 a 
year, one at Genoa, Neb.; one at Fort 
LapwaJ. Idaho, and one at Colorado River 
school. Arts.. the person to be appointed 
to the last name place to possess musical 
ability. The salary of the position of 
teacher In the Indian service Is $540 to 
$ono per annum. Day-school teachers are 
usually paid $60 per month for ten months 
in the year. At such schools a house¬ 
keeper is also appointed, at $3u per month, 
who may be the wife of the teacher. 
Each applicant must attach to his appli¬ 
cation a statement concerning the number 
In his family and the number that will 
require accommodations at the Indian 
school or agency In case he receives ap¬ 
pointment.

CASH PAID FOR POSTAGE ON 
130.000 PIECES OF MAIL. 


Much Time and Labor Saved Every¬ 
body Under New Arrangement— 
Bill Amounts To $1,300. 


The record was broken In the Louisville 
post-office yesterday In the mailing of 
matter on which the postage was paid In 
money and stamps not used. One firm on 
Main street mailed 130.000 pieces on 
which the postage was nearly $1,300. The 
firm paid in $1,300 and was returned $1.25 
This bunch of mall was posted at one 
time, and it is estimated tnat by paying 
money postage Instead of stamping the 
packages that several hours were saved 
in mailing the matter out of the office, 
and at the same time considerable time 
was saved in the labor of persons it would 
have taken to place the stamps on the 
100.030 pieces of mail matter. 

“The law now In force.” sold John G. 
Morey, assistant postmaster, “which gives 
people the right to pay money postage on 
certain classes of matter instead of pur¬ 
chasing stamps and then putting them on 
each piece of mail matter is a great time 
saver. You see. hod the 130.000 pieces of 
matter been stamped they would have to 
have been run through the canceling ma¬ 
chine, which would bavc taken considera¬ 
ble time. As it was. the matter was 
weighed and assorted at once for mailing. 
Many firms who do a large mailing busi¬ 
ness are getting wise to paying money 
postage Instead of purchasing stamps, 
and It would be far better for all If they 
would do likewise.”

SUIT OF MRS. HAMMOCK 


Because of the absence of Mrs. Maggie 
L. Bean, an important witness for the 
Commonwealth in the case of John B. 
Etly, charged with wife murder, the de¬ 
fendant’s trial was continued until May 
21, on motion of Joseph M. Huffaker. 
Commonwealth’s Attorney. Mrs. Bean has 
boon 111 at her home for the post ten days 
and yesterday her physician reported to 
Mr. Huffaker that she came near dying 
on Friday. It is believed that she is out 
of danger now, and will be about well In 
ten days. 

Judge James P. Tarvin, of counsel for 
the defendant, objected to the Common 
wealth’s reason for a continuance. He 
stated that Mrs. Bean wau* only one of 
several neighbors who went to the Etly 
home soon after the killing and that they 
saw and heard Just as much as she did. 
Mr. Huffaker denied this and stated that 
while he did not propose to disclose Jusl 
what she would testify to she was never¬ 
theless a very Important witness for the 
prosecution. 

Judge Tarvin also offered to let the 
Commonwealth rood the testimony she 
gave before the Coroner’s Jury. Judge 
Pryor, however, pointed out that tins 
would be in violation of the defendant's 
constitutional rights and therefore could 
not be waived by consent. Mr. Huffaker 
said that he was anxious for as early n 
trial us possible, and suggested April 24. 
Tills, however, did not meet with Judge 
Tarvin’s views, who wished the case pass¬ 
ed further along. It was finally agreed to 
fix It for May 21. 

Judge Tarvin then moved that he be al- 
Lowed a private interview with Annie 
Etly, dauglrter of the defendant, now at 
tho Sisters of the Good Shepherd and In 
custody of the Juvenile Court. Judge 
Pryor set the question for argument next 
Saturday. Mr. Huffaker said that he hud 
no objection to such an interview so long 
as the court was present.

The contention of Dr. M. K. Allen, 
Health Officer, that bovine tuberculosis 
can be transmitted to man. Is supported 
by u recent report made to the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Bureau 
of Animal Industry, by Dr. E. C. Schroe- 
der and W. E. Cotton, of the experiment 
station of that bureau. It Is set forth in 
the report that dried sputum has long 
been regarded as the most prolific agent 
In the dissemination of tuberculosis 
among the people, but that facts believed 
to have an Important bearing on the prob¬ 
lem of how tuberculosis is contracted by 
human beings go to show that too much 
Importance has been attached to this and 
not enough to the more serious danger 
from fresh or moist tuberculosis material 
which enters human food In many ways, 
one of the commonest of which is attribu¬ 
table to the tuberculosis dairy cow. 

It Is an established fact, according to 
the report, that tuberculosis Is more com¬ 
monly an affection of the lung than of 
other organs or structures of the body, 
and that this relatively greater frequency 
of pulmonary' tuberculosis, as compared 
with other forms, is not due to the more 
direct exposure of the lung to infection 
that reaches It from without, suspended 
In the respired air, but to the more direct 
exposure of the lung to Infection that 
may have entered the body In any way 
and has reached the lymph channels and, 
through them, the blood stream.

That the thief la a harber and intends 
to open up a shop when he g**ts into the 
"land of- whiskers'” is evident from the 
face that aside from cleaning up the pin?* 
as fur as bariver’s tools are concerned, he 
took nothing else, even though there wag 
nearly $100 in the cash drawer. 


After going Into details relative to ex¬ 
periments made by them, the authors of 
the report state that they believe they 
have shown conclusively that systematic 
investigation Is gradually retiring the In¬ 
halation theory that has long been used 
to explain the frequency with which tu¬ 
berculosis Is a pulmonary disease and 
that the ingestion of tubercle bacilli Is 
being proved to be the real method 
through which tuberculosis Infection 
reaches the lung as well as other organs 
of the body. 

The report in conclusion reads as fol¬ 
lows : 

“Not only Is the Inhalation theory dying 
and making room for the fact that inges¬ 
tion is tho true mode of infection with 
tuberculosis, but the theory that dust 
from pulverized sputa Is the most impor¬ 
tant factor in the transmission of tuber¬ 
culosis from subject to subject is gradual¬ 
ly losing ground also and giving way to 
the conviction that fresh tuberculosis ma¬ 
terial must be looked to as the true agent 
through which Infection occurs. 

“While many cases of tuberculosis un¬ 
doubtedly have their origin through food 1 
directly or Indirectly Infected with fresh 
tuberculosis materials by tuberculosis 
persons, there Is no means to-day by 
which persons are brought into closer 
contact with fresh tuberculosis material 
than milk and dairy products obtained 
from, and In the environment of, tuber¬ 
culous cows. The wide use of milk, its 
rapid distribution because of Its perisha¬ 
ble character, the ease with which It may 
be contaminated by haring tubercle- 
harillMaden feces splashed, sprayed, 
switched, or otherwise introduced Into It 
In a fresh state, all speak for one con¬ 
clusion, namely, that we have no more 
active agent than the tuberculous cow for 
toe increase of tuberculosis among ani¬ 
mals and its persistence among men.”

NOT STRIKE. BUT DEMAND 

FOR INCREASE WAGES. 


At the end of two weeks* time an 
agreement between the men employed In 
the finishing-room of the Chess & Wy- 
mond Company and the company will be 
reached, and a definite scale of wages 
decided upon. At the office of the com¬ 
pany yesterday afternoon it was emphat¬ 
ically denied that there had been any 
strike, and all of the men were at work 
at that time. 

Some weeks ago the men of the finish¬ 
ing-room asked for on increase In wages. 
This was considered by the company, 
and a proposition was made to the men 
to have tneir work put on a piecework 
basis. This did not satisfy the men ex¬ 
actly. but yesterday they agreed to try 
the piecework scale and at the end of 
two weeks come to some definite agree¬ 
ment with the company. So far the men 
of the finish ing-room are the only ones 
asking for an increase. 


Dr. M. K. Allen, In 1904. prepared a pa¬ 
per which attracted widespread attention, 
bearing on the dangers accruing to the 
public from dairy cattle Infected with tu¬ 
berculosis. He treated his subject at 
length, and has ever since held to the 
belief that there Is more danger attached 
to the use of milk and butter from tuber¬ 
culous-infected cattle than to any other 
cause. For this reason he has been making 
a determined crusade against Impure milk 
and Is rigorously continuing his fight. 

While Dr. Allen does not dlsaprove the 
recent action of the Antituberculosis So¬ 
ciety by which it secured the passage of 
an ordinance prohibiting spitting on the 
sidewalks and in public buildings and 
conveyances, he holds that far more Im¬ 
portance attaches to his crusade for a 
pure milk and butter supply, and he I* 
leaving no stone unturned that will aid 
him in his fight. He is hoping to see the 
day arrive eventually when there will be 
a law in Kentucky requiring that all dairy 
cattle be submitted to a tubercullne test 
before the produlc from such cattle Is 
placed on the market. Such a law Is al¬ 
ready In force in many States, and he 
will not feel that he has accomplished all 
he set out to do until such a law Is in 
effect in Kentucky

August Gottbrath was fill¬ 
ing a Jug from a Lank of gasoline and 
was the only person Injured. Several cus¬ 
tomers In the store and at the bar left 
the place rather hurriedly after the ex¬ 
plosion. Fire broke out and added to 
the damage to the building and the mer¬ 
chandise. 

Car Strikes Bugger. 

In a collision with an East Broadway 
and West Jefferson street car at Fifth and 
Jefferson Htr«*ets Monday night, James 
Drake, of 1120 East Breckinridge street, 
whs slightly Injured, his buggy badly 
damaged and his horse cut and bruised. 
Mr. Drake was driving east on Jefferson 
street when a west-bound car at Fifth 
street took a switch instead of going 
straight ahead. Mr. Drake’s buggy was 
on the tracks, and before It could be 
moved the car had crashed Into It. Mr. 
Drake was thrown to the pavement, but 
not seriously Injured. 


Judge Walter Evans, of the United 
States Court, yesterday sustained the de¬ 
murrer to the seventh, eighth, ninth, 
■tenth and eleventh counts in the Indict¬ 
ment against W. B. Smith, former presi¬ 
dent of the Western National Bank. He 
overruled the demurrer to the first six 
counts. The demurrer to the indictment 
was filed by W. M. Smlrth, attorney fcT 
W. B. Smith, some time ago. The counts 
in the indictment thrown out charged mis¬ 
application of funds, and the counts sus¬ 
tained charge him with making false en¬ 
tries in the books of the bank. 

In the counts In which the demurrer 
was sumaim-d the defendant was charged 
with the misapplication of funds paid out 
on notes signed by Edward B. Toof, a 
total of $10,000. And also the misapplica¬ 
tion of $30,000 alleged to have been paid 
out for Kahn, Martin & Co. by Smith 
In exchange for stock In the concern. 
The penalty for the two offenses are the 
same under the Federal statute. The trial 
Is set for to-morrow, and It H expected 
that the case will bo gone Into. There 
are about thirty witnesses to be exam¬ 
ined, and It may take the remainder of 
the week In which to try the case.
